In vifw of the inferior 
quality of this years corn crop it is but 
reasonable to suppose that corn for 
seeding purposes next spring is going 
tobobalhh%|handaearee.and it be- 
haoirm tmn fafar who haa com that 
ia anitaUe for aeed hi g p nr paaea to aa\e 
every suitable ear, both for hia own 
use, and because of the fact that it 
will command a good price at seeding 
time. Garrard county has come to be 
recognized as a splendid place to seek 
seed corn, and farmers who have made 
a practice of selecting the best of their 
crop for the market for seeding pur- 
piisea, hm* famd hoMtafore that their 
supply waa inadwinata to' tiM demand 
made upon them. If snefa baa been 
the case in the past when the corn crop 
was guod everywhere, then what may 
be e.\pecU d the coming spring follew- 
ing a crop which was almost a failure. 
The same rule will apply as to tobacto 
seed: Garrard county baa tliia year a 
tobaeeo cnp MBpaaaiac in qnalitar that 
of almoat any otiwr Barley rsiaing 
county in the state, and the demand 

fui seed tiext spring will M doobt be 
almost unprecedented. It is useless 
for us to go into the methods detailed 
as to the best manner of choosing seed 
corn and saving tobacco seed, for near- 
ly every farmer is intimately aeqoaint- 
ed with theae asetimd a , b«t a warning 
as to the high prieea which may be ex- 
pected for these eommodities we deem 
not amiss at this tiniy. Many a farmei' 
by saving the croani of his corn crou 
and a liberal supjily of tobacco seed 
from this years harvest will tind a 
ready demand for them early next 
apring, and will find himself maqy dol- 
lars richer by Iris forethooght.

Frankfort, Ky. — (Special)— The last 
General Assembly in Kentucky passed 
an amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion relating to revenue and taxation 
with a view of abolishing the anti- 
quated general property tax and sub- 
stituting a more flexible system known 
to be more equitable and productive 
of greater revenue in other states. 

The tax commission appointed un- 
der another act at the same session 
made a thorough Investigation and re- 
ported unanimously in condemnation 
of the present law and strongly urged 
the adoption of the amendment by the 
voters at the November election. 

It Is a significant fact that since the 
adoi)tlon of the present Constitution 
In 1891, which provided that "taxes 
should be uniform on all property." a 
larKe volume of personal property has 
dlsai'peared from the assessors rolls 
for the simple reason that such prop- 
erty was taxed out o( aalstoaea or at

Burden of Taxes Transferred. 

This has had a tendency to transfer 
the burden of taxation to real estate 
and other property in sight and is not 
only unequal but unjust. 

The real estate owner has sought 
to diminish Us value and In order to 
protect himself transfers of property 
for "one dollar and other valuable con- 
siderations" has demoralised the true 
values and leavea tha aaaMaCT ao 
guide to follow. 

Our citizens have unblushlngly 
omitted such items in their returns 
for assessment and hava Mt JaatMed 
in doing so. 

The finances of the state have fall- 
en Into confusion and revenue agents 
and arbitrary boards of so-called 
"Equalization" have failed to discover 
such property aad aecare their aaaeas- 
ment. 

Under the praaaat law every man Is 
practically his own assessor and the 
courts have sustained the practice, as 
tlM law permits no other cburae. 
Qeneral freper t y Tax DaalraMe. 

Other states have long since recog- 
nized the InefBclency of the "General 
Property Tax," and in these states we 
see enterprise rewarded and wealth 
accumulating, while the tendency In 
Kentucky has been to hide our light 
and incidentally our valuables for fear 
of the tax collector's discovery, 
j Our progress has been retarded. 
' Our population diminished and aside 
from the land owners and some mer- 
chants we do not seem to have much 
wealth left In the state.

The city and county and state and 
schools all have to be paid, and If a 
man starts a factory he has to pay on 
his machinery, his raw material and 
finished goods; hia rash and accounts, 
and, of course, on his land and build- 
ings, and a good many other things, 
including his watch and stickpin, and, 
if he wants to educate his children, he 
must pay on the books and piano and 
his horse and buggy and almost every- 
thing but hia shirt, and the trouble ia, 
he never knows exactly what his taxes 
will be. If he omits any of the seventy- 
five things the legislature could think 
of and the miscellaneous things he 
must think of himself, there is the rev- 
enue agent who gets a commission on 
anything he can find, and theu there is 
the county equalization board, which 
j BcrutiiiUcs his returns and adds what 
It likes, and then the state board at 
Frankfort takes a whack at it and gen- 
erally raises the whole list, and it sim- 
ply keeps everybody goiag Who haa 
anything to be taxed."

"Well, they put the law relating to 
revenue and taxation in the state con 
stitution, and it takes about five years 
to effect a change, and It is hard to get 
the voters to understand the question. 
The last legislature passed an amend- 
ment and it will be voted on at the 
November (1913) election, and if it is 
ratified the change will be made." 

"I live In Pennsylvania, and every 
town In that state as large as yours 
has a factory of some kind, and many 
of them several. They employ the 
young men and women and keep them 
and the money they earn at home.
